Exchanging Seeds 
For Forest Trees 


The enterprise of German forester* 
and tho importance of tree-planting 
for forest purposes 
are 
strikingly 
shown by two items of news which 
come 
the one from Montana, the 
other from Ontario. 
It is reported 
that 
a 
demand lias dev eloped for 
Montana larch seeds to be used by 
German nurserymen; 
while 
white 
pine 
seedlings are to be imported 
from 
Germany 
by 
the 
town 
of 
Guelph, Ont., for planting a 168 -acre 
tract of land belonging to the m uni­ 
cipality. 
The Germans recognize that the in­ 
troduction into their forests of v alu­ 
able trees nativ e to other countries 
may be decidedly to their adv antage. 
Although as a rule th e forest trees 
best adapted to each region are those 
which naturally grow in if. there are 
many exceptions. 
Norway 
spruce 
and Austrian and Hootch pine hav e 
been carried from thoir nativ e home 
to other parts of Europe and to Am­ 
erica and hav e been found well worth 
the attention of the grower of timber. 
Sev eral of our own species hav e met 
with fav or in Europe and flourished 
there, such as the Douglas fir, black 
walnut and others. 
The Australian 
eucalyptus is prov ing a great find for 
American and South Africa. 
Our ow n white pine long ago cross­ 
ed the Atlantic in response to the 
needs of Europeans, 
whose 
forests 
are comparativ ely poor in tree spe­ 
cies, and Is now grown commercially 
on such a scale that when It is w ant­ 
ed for planting in its own nativ e hab­ 
itat iho German nurseryman is often 
ready to deliv er young plants hero 
for a lower price than our own nur­ 
serymen will q uote. 
Now the Ger­ 
mans are going to try the Western 
larch, also. 
The req uest from the 
German 
nurserym an 
instructs 
the 
collectors to gather tlie choicest seeds 
when ripo this fall. 
One nurseryman 
on Flathead Lake has offered to ex­ 
change larch seeds for seeds of the 
desirable Gorman shrubs, which he 
Intends to cultiv ate and sell in Amer­ 
ica 
In the same region, four or fiv e 
months ago, foresters of our own de­ 
partment 
of 
agriculture 
gathered 
seed for use In the neighboring Lolo 
Forest, where a new forest-planting 
nursery was begun last year. 
The objects of the Guelph planting 
are, according to local accounts, to 
protect the town’s water source by a 
forest cov er ov er Its springs in the 
hills, to make a beautiful woods for 
a public park, and to prov ide for a 
future tim ber supply us a municipal 
asset. 
In foreign countries, forest 
tracts are often owned and managed 
by towns and cities ns a paying in­ 
v estment and to insure a permanent 
supply of wood for local consump­ 
tion, but in America planting by m u ­ 
nicipalities other tha n for parks and 
for watershed protection lias scarce­ 
ly been thought, of. 
The kinds n| 
trees to be grown in the Guelph park 
hav e already been decided upon by 
the Ontario Agriculture college. The 
proposed reforestation promises to la 
of so great 
economic and sanitary 
v alue th at the estimated cost of $8 
per a c re for importing and planting 
the seedlings 
and 
caring 
for 
the 
growing trees is regarded 
us 
well 
worth while.
